AN ADVENT PROCESSION WITH CAROLS 


In the old Liturcies of the Church, tne Advent 
Uffices made a very vivid preparation for the 
coming of Gur Lord to earth. This Carol Service, 
which is taken largely from the one used in 
King's Collece, Cambricce, is desiened to 
include as many of these features as possible. 
Properly, the choir should be moving in 
Procession from Vest to East, from ‘Darkness to 
Light', but the short length of our Nave only 
allows us to do this symbolically. First, from 
the cnancel gallery the ancient Responsory of 
Advent Sunday Matins , and a Carol, announce the 
hope of the Messiah. After a Bidding Prayer 
the choir enters, singing St. Ambrose's creat 
hyri, “Come, thou Redeemer of the earth".

PART II CHRIST CHURCH: A BRIEF HISTORY (contd. ) 


1944 through 1960 saw the ending of World War II and a period 
of rapid growth for Calgary. This also meant a period of 
rapid growth for Christ Church. This happened during the 
rectorship of William Henry Howes Crump, the fourth rector. 
The congregation grew and the Sunday School at this time 
reached an enrollment of over 800 pupils. During Canon Crump's 
time the buildings were greatly extended. In 1947, the 
basement Parish Hall was extended west to the 8th Street side- 
walk, Previously there had been a foot bridge from church door 
to walk under which in the early days a cow, horse or pony 
might be seen grazing. In 1949 the basement area was extended 
south making three larce meeting rooms. 

The upper church was extended by a third, the part of the 
roof housing the Clerestory windows was added and the bei] 
tower built. At this time the corner stone was laid by the 
then Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr. Geoffrey Fisher. 

In February, 1960, Canon Crump became Bishop of Saskatchewan 
and moved to Prince Albert. 

The fifth Rector was Archdeacon George Hasted Dowker, one 
of Canadian Anglicanism's great preachers. During his time, 
the south wing with offices and meeting rooms were completed, 
and we see the buildings as they presently stand. 

The sixth rector, David Donald George Tatchell came in 
1966 from St. Timothy's Church, Saskatoon. During his time the 
$remendous growth and change in community and city saw tremendous 
changes in Christ Church. While a large number of our con- 
gregation live in the old parish area, many members now cone from 
all over the southern part of the city. During Canon Tatchell's 
time the new organ was dedicated and the choir and sanctuary re- 
novated.

Christ Church: A Brief History 


Christ Church is one of the senior parishes of the Diocese 
of Calgary. The Parish itself was founded in 1911 in response 
to a group of Anglican Lay People living in the Elbow. Park Area. 
The Bishop of Calgary, Cyprian Pinkham, and the Dean, Clarence 
E. Paget laid out the foundation of the Church on land given 
by ir. Fred Lowes. A basement church was built in 1912 and 
dedicated for services by the Bishop. The same year, Bishop 
Pinkham appointed Charles Wynn Ellis Horne who had been curate 
at the Cathedral as the first rector. During Canon Horne's 
tenure, the first part of the upper church was built in 1927. 
Canon Horne was a great scouter, having been a protege of 
Lord Baden-Powell. He founded the 2nd Calgary Scout Troop. 
There are still men living who were in this troop. Canon 
Horne resigned in 1929 and returned to Britain. The East 
Window behind the font is in his memory. 

The second rector was George Nasmith Luxton who later 
became Bishop of Huron. During this time, the radio ministry 
of Christ Church began with a Monday Evening Vesper Hour. 

Later a half hour program twice a week beamed mainly to sick 
and shut-ins, was added. This was completed by a 15 minute 
Morning devotions broadcast on five mornings a week. = 

The next rector was Archdeacon Dudley Kemp (1933-44) who 
later became rector of St. Mary's, Kerrisdale, Vancouver and 
of St. George's, Montreal. During this period, Christ Church 
began to alternate with the Cathedral, and later with St. 
Stephen's to broadcast the Sunday Morning service. These 
services were greatly appreciated by shut-ins and by people 
living on isolated farms and ranches in Southern Alberta and 
eastern B.C.

"The possibility of working overseas just doesn't seem to occur to 
members of our Church anymore", says the Rev. Tom Anthony, Director 
of World Program for General Synod. He was discussing possible 
reasons for the drying up of the flow of inquiries ‘from Canadian 
Anglicans about service overseas. 


Fr. Anthony agreed that part of the problem is that the overseas 
churches of the Anglican Communion have been very successful in 
making their ordained and lay ministries indigenous - and we 

have done a good job.of supporting and talking about this in 
previous years. "But", he went on, “to anyone who reads the 
Scriptures, as well as our Church's mission education literature, 
at least the possibility of work overseas should creep in... 
that seems to be happening to fewer and fewer people. especially 
ordained persons." 


We have been able to maintain a Canadian presence overseas (the 
current number is ten), which has made a great contribution to 
the life of the host Churches. One fact that is often over- 
looked is the extent to which those overseas workers have 
enriched our own Church life. "They have been a fundamental, 
basic means of communication and growth in the long term in 

the mission of the Canadian Church. The experience they bring 
back with them is of immeasurable value", declared Fr. Anthony. 


The:reason for his concern is that there are currently challeng- 
ing ‘opportunities for overseas work and few interested 


inguirers. It should be pointed out the overseas positions 
come as a result of requests from the Church there.:

ROGATION 


The Fifth Sunday After Easter is always called 
Rogation because of the three Rogation Days which. 
follow it. In the fourth century of the Christian era 
there arose the custom of singing litanies, psalms and 
hymns in public procession in the Greek and eastern 
churches. In the western church these processions were 
introduced to take the place of the old pagan proces- 
sions in which the gods were asked to bless the spring 
crops and the new-born animals. 

In the year 470 A.D. Bishop Mamertius of Vienne 
in France instituted these days of processions and 
prayer on the three days preceding Ascension Day 
because the area had been afflicted with volcanic 
activity and earthquakes. 

Queen Elizabeth I ordered that the customary 


Rogation Processions be continued along with the custom ee 


of ‘beating the bounds' of the parish, a way of remind- 
ing people just where the boundaries of the parish were 
located. The boundary markers were beaten with willow — 
rods during the procession, and young boys were beaten - 
too as a strong reminder not to stray beyond the limits. 
One strongly suspects the remains of a pre-Christian 
rite. 


The term 'Rogation' itself comes from the Latin _ 
word 'rogo - rogare' which means "to ask, seek or beg"...

The Service tonight has a twofold purpose: 
(a) to give*thanks to God for the Gift given 
to the Church on the first Maundy Thursday, 
the gift of the Eucharist made at the Last 
Supper; and (b) to prepare our hearts. and 
minds for the observance of the most solemn 
day of the Christian Year, Good Friday. 


The first part of the Service, the Eucharist 
itself, is characterized by an atmosphere of. 
‘joyful thanksgiving; we have attempted to em- 
phasize this by the uce of the traditional | 
vestments in white, by dressing the altar in 
white, the colour of joy and thanksgiving. 
The Introit and Gradual, Offertory and Comnun- 
ion Sentences, with their joyful outbursts of 
Alleluia, the Gospel sung in the midst of the 
congregation, the use of Servers carrying 
candles in procession, the Communion Motet - 
all of these are symbols of the Church's deep 
sense of joyful thanksgiving as we recall 
liturgically the gift of this great Sacrament 
of love. 


But we also remember that this gift was given 
in the shadow of Good Friday, in the shadow 
of the Cross; an so the Maundy Thursday 
liturgy ends on a very different note. After 
the @ucharist is over, the altar and sanctuary 
are solemnly stripped of all their ornaments, 
the lights are dimmed; all of this to prepare 
us for Good Friday, the day on which our Lord 
was stripped of his clothing, stripped of his 
human dignity, stripped of all outward signs 
of his divinity; the day on which "there was 
darkness over all the land". The Service 

ends with the eloquent testimony of a darkened 
and barren Sanctuary speaking to us of the 
events we shall be commemorating in the Church 
tomorrow.

Then Pilate's soldiers took Jesus into the 
Governor's palace, and the whole company gathered 
around him. They stripped off his clothes and 
put a scarlet robe on him. Then they made a 
crown out of thorny branches and put it on his 
head, and put a stick in his right hand; then 
they knelt before him and made. fun of him;, saying 


THE CROWD: "Long live the king of the Jews!" 


NARRATOR: They spat on him, and took the stick and 
hit him over the head, When they finished making 
fun of him, they took the robe off, and put his 
own clothes back on him, and then led him out to 
nail him to the cross. 


As they were going out, they met a man from Cyrene 
named Simon, and they forced him to carry Jesus! 
cross. They came to a place called Golgotha, 
which means 'The Place of the Skull'. There they 
offered him wine to drink, mixed with gall; after 
tasting it, however, he would not drink it. 


They nailed him to the cross, and then divided. 
nis clothes among them by throwing dice. After 
that they sat there and watched him. Above his 
head they put the written notice of the accusation 
against him: THIS IS JESUS, THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
Then they nailed two bandits to crosses with 
Jesusar one on his right and the əther on.his left. 


Peonie passing by, skeok their heads and threw 
insults at Jesus: They said - 


PEOPLE: "You were going tə tear down the Temple and 
build it up in three days! Save yourself, if you 
are God's Sont" "Come on down from the cross!" 


NARRATOR: In the same way the Chief Priests and the 
teachers of the Law and elders made fun of him:

CHIEF "He saved others, but-he cannot save him- 
PRIESTS: self! Isn't he the king of Israel?" "If 
he will come down off the cross now, we will 
believe him!

NARRATOR: Even the bandits who had been crucified 
with him insulted him in the same way. 


At noon the whole country was covered with 
darkness, which lasted for three hours. At about 
three o'clock, Jesus cried out with a loud shout.

NARRATOR: Which means, "My God, my God, why did you 
abandon me?" : 


Some of the people standing there heard 
him and said - 


PEOPLE: "He is calling for Elijah!"

and tried to make him drink it. But the others

NARRATOR: Early in the morning, all the chief 
priests and the Jewish elders made their plan 
against Jesus to put him to death. They put him 
in chains, took him and handed him over to 
Pilate the Governor. 


When Judas, the traitor, saw that Jesus had been 
condemned, he repented and took back the thirty 
silver coins to the chief priests and the elders. 


JUDAS: I have sinned by betraying an innocent 
man to death". 
CHIEF "What do we care about that." "That is 


PRIESTS: your business!" 


NARRATOR: Judas threw the money into the sanctuary 
and left them; then he went off and hanged 
himself. The Chief Priests picked up the money 
and said:

NARRATOR: After reaching an agreement about it, thy 
used the money to buy Potter's Field, as a 
cemetery for foreigners. That is why that field 
is called "Field of Brood" to this very day. 


Then, what the prophet Jeremiah had said came 
true, - "They took the thirty silver coins (the 
amount the people of Israel had agreed to pay 
for him) and used them to buy the ‘potter's field, 
as the Lord commanded me",

The service begins with the church in total darkness, 
symbolizing the apparent victory of evil and the gloom 
and despair of the tomb.

It is then carried in procession 
through the darkened church reminding us of the Exodus 
‘journey with God guiding His people by a pillar of 
cloud by day and a pillar of fire.-by night, and a symbol 
of the passage of the people of God with Christ, from 
darkness to the Light of resurrection. 


From this candle, candles are lit and ‘given to every 
member of the congregation symbolizing, the light of the 
Risen Christ spreading into eVverydarkened corner. `

CYCLE OF PRAYER. 


Parts of the southern Asian continent are remembered 

in our prayers today as we intercede for the Church in 
Bangladesh, Burma, Nepal and Bhutan. Bangladesh is a 
former eastern Province of Pakistan, and was born out 
of the civil strife that followed the war between India 
and Pakistan. The Christians count for only 1% of the 
population, and their work is one of primary evangelism, 
relief and development. Burma has had a long history 
of contact with the Christian faith, and the Christians 
here number about 950,000. There is great struggle to 
deal with internal and economic problems, and the 
churches have been pushed into self-reliance. Both 
Ñepal and Bhutan were touched by early missionary 
activity in the 19th century, but Nepal remains a peopie 
of deep religious Hindu affiliation while Burma is an 
independent Buddhist state. In both nations the 
churches work collaboratively to sponsor evangelism 

anc. Bible schools.

CYCL= -OF YER. Vietnam, Laos, Kampuchea and Thailand 
are remembered in our prayers today. The first three 


‘named countries were colonized by the French, and when 
_the French left Vietnam in 1954 heavy American involve- 


ment in the Indo-China War caused intense suffering for 
many years. All four countries are predominantly 
Buddhist and have relatively small Christian Churches, 
of which the largest is the Roman Catholic. The 
Protestant work in these countries is of recent date, 
commencing around 1925 when.missions were established 
by American, Swiss and French groups. In Vietnam, Laos 


‘and Kampuchea the immense political upheavals have had 


severe effect upon the churches, but now that Vietnam 
is under one government, they are attempting to work 

out new patterns to avoid confrontation. We pray for 
these Christian bodies as they assist in the rehabili- 
tation of their people, as they establish significant 


-Gialogue with the Buddhist community and where they 


work alongside of new emerging political systems - so 
that in all things they may uphold the dignity of man 
anc the salvation of the world through Jesus Christ. 


Within the Diocese of Calgary prayers today are offered 
for the Parish of Christ Church, Fort Macleod, and St. 
Cyprian, Brocket. This is an area.where the Church in 
southern Alberta has had a long history in ministering 
to both native peoples and several generations of ranch 
and townspeople; the Incumbent is The Rev. Derek Hoskin. 


We remember in prayer today also the work of the 
Anglican Renewal West Conference, July 20-23, when many 
Anglicans will assemble for spiritual enrichment and 
growth under a team of clergy headed by Archbishop 
Burnett of Capetown. 


WHAT IS A PARISH? - essentially people. The one single 
defining point in our setting is that those people who 
choose to worship God at a particular church - and for 
us that is Christ Church, #lbow Park, Calgary - they 
are the parish members. Collectively we attempt to 
describe this diverse group by using certain words - 
like “parish family" or “community of faith" or "con- 
gregation of worshippers". And, while such terms are 
useful and descriptive, the basic qualification is 
somehow still missing. 


For a parish cannot be defined in just who is included, 
but needs to convey some notion of what they are iden- 
tified for or what purpose they serve. Here we seek 
to find words which speak about the Church's nature and 
function. This promptly turns us to deal with the 
reason for the Church, and our need to be included in 
its ranks. : 

Clearly from the Biblical record and Christian history 
we conclude that the Church in its entirety, and every 
parish in its specific way, is called into existence by 
the will of God; and by that initiating action is to 
serve Hin above all else. It is by such serving - 
whether in worship, in learning, in spiritual develop- 
ment, in social concern or in anything offered up to 
His glory ~ that the individual and the total member- 
ship is pursuing the Christian's journey of faith and 
discipleship. It is precisely this quality which sets 
the parish apart as a place anā a people where God is 
known, loved, served and worshipped. By the teaching 
and example of Jesus Christ our Lord we grow in under- 
standing of how we can do this to the praise of God, 
and by the power and direction of the Holy Spirit we 
find the energy and graciousness to do it for the 
benefit of the hum

CYCLE OF PRAYER. Japan, Korea and Taiwan have very 
little in common regarding the origins of Christianity 
in their respective nations, but we link them together 
today as we pray for the Church in these three countries. 
Christianity had its first links in Japan in the 16th 
century, but it was met with suspicion and persecution 
until the 1860s when the Episcopal Church U.S.A. found- 
ed a strong Mission. Following a century of consider- 
able impact, the conditions of World War II created 
great difficulties, and since then there has been a 
renewed extension of Christian work in that country. 
Korea had its first encounter with Christianity in 
1784, and since the end of the 19th century there has 
been a continuing faithful minority Church there. The 
Churches in Korea are the churches of martyrs. They 
have witnessed during times of oppression, internal 
wars, and to the present politically adverse situation. 
Taiwan today has a Christian population of 5% where the 
Churches have concentrated on education and medical 
service. Taiwan has received many Protestant groups 
who left the People’s Republic of China during diffi- 
cult days. For all those who continue to witness to 
the Gospel in these strategic parts of Asia we pray 
today. 


One of the areas of the Diocese which is called 'The 
Foothills Mission’, comprises the Parish of St. John, 
Pincher Creek, together with St. Aidan at Cowley and 
St. Martin at Livingstone. We remember these congre- 
gations in our prayers tođay, and their Incumbent, The 
Rev. Tom Carman. 


As this week we mark Dominion Day, July l, so we give 
faithful acknowledgment to God for His blessings 
bestowed upon this nation, and pray that as we exercise 
our citizenship it may be in awareness of our duties 
and responsibilities to our nation and our God.

- As you know, the triennial national 
assembly of the Anglican Church of Canada met recently 
in Peterborough to hear reports and formulate policy 

for the next three years. There was good debate offered 
on many aspects of our corporate life in the Church, 

and the delegates were exposed to many of the serious 
and important conditions that call for a Christian 
response from our Church. Among those things that re- 
ceived attention were: the formulation of a Council 

of Native People to give greater expression within the 
life of the Church for all of their concerns; the report 
on Marriage, Divorce and Cohabitation was sent to the 
House of Bishops for considerations of pastoral care 

and continued study; the report entitled "Dying" was 
received as a further statement on the Church's concern 
for the whole area of bioethics that surround this 
matter; and the Doctrine and Worship Committee was asked 
to continue its examination of alternative liturgies, 
but not in the formation of a new Prayer Book.

CYCLE OF PRAYER. The People's Republic of China and 
Hong Kong are remembered in our prayers today. Christ- 
ian history began in China over a thousand years ago, 
but the first endeavours in the 5th and 7th centuries 
were short-lived, so that the real impact of Christian- 
ity on China dates mainly from the early 19th century. 
By the mid-20th century Christians numbered about 4 
million and were widely distributed across China. The 
Churches were extensively involved in educational, 
medical and welfare work, and provided the emergence 

of some Christian political leadership. Since the wars 
and the establishment of the People's Republic, overseas 
contacts were practically all severed, but in the last 
decade there has been increased contact and the emer- 
gence of a new form of Christian faith and tradition 
with emphasis on home life. The Church in Hong Kong 
now numbers 10% of the population, and is an instrument 
of educational and social reform work. It has close 
ties with the world Christian community.

CYCLE RAYER. 


We continue today to pray for the Christians in the 
Soviet Union; and whereas last week we especially 
remembered the large constituency of the Orthodox 
Churches, today our prayers are in support of the 
several Protestant Churches within that vast country. 
Soon after the Reformation, Lutheran and Reformed 
Churches were formed in the Provinces bordering the 
Baltic Sea and Finland. These people have had an 
eventful history and have endured great sufferings. 
Similarly, along the Volga River and around the Black 
Sea, large German colonies were invited by some czars 
into Russia, and they form a significant Lutheran con- 
stituency. In the last hundred years there has been a 
rapid growth of Baptist congregations; and, joined by 
other Pentecostal communities, they probably exceed 

2 million today. In addition to these Protestant 
Churches there exists some 3 million Roman Catholics 
in the USSR, found in Lithuania, the Western Ukraine 
and the areas bordering Poland. We pray for the 
pastoral care and oversight of all these Churches in 
their continuing witness to the Christian faith. 


In contrast with the urban centres and the wheat and 
ranch areas, the communities that are in the coal-mining 
districts of the Crowsnest Pass are part of the Diocese 
of Calgary. We remember their congregations today, 

and the Parish of St. Luke's Blairmore; their Priest 

is The Rev. A. H. Bullman.

Today we pray for the Christians who live in the Soviet 


Union. The largest Church in the USSR is the Russian 
Orthodox Church with roughly 30 million members served 
by 76 bishoprics and 10,000 priests. This Church has 
its roots and centre around Kiev, and their Patriarch 
has jurisdiction over the Russian Orthodox Churches in 
Russia and many other countries. Set within the con- 
text of the nation that has known much suffering and 
upheaval, that Church today seeks to contribute to a 


more just society and international peace. The liturgy 


and the personal devotional life are the focal points 
of the Orthodox witness. 


Two significant regions within Russia where Christian 
work has played an important role are Armenia and 
Georgia. The Armenian people endured great sufferings, 
and over a million Armenian Christians were massacred 
between 1914 and 1916. Today 3 million Armenian 
Orthodox live in that region and another million in 
other Soviet Republics; there is a small Armenian 
Orthodox Church community in Canada. Like the Armen- 
ians, the Christians in Georgia have had an eventful 
history, but today number 2% million adherents.

PENTECOST ~ WHITSUNDAY. This major Festival of the 


Church, along with Easter and Christmas, celebrates the 
gift of God's own presence to His people in the person 
of the Holy Spirit. So it is appropriate for us today, 
on this Festival of the Spirit, to be participants in 
the great Sacrament of Holy Baptism. In this sealing 
of the Spirit we enact again the promise of God, through 
this initiation rite, that marks the spiritual birthday 
of each Christian soul.

CYCLE OF PRAYER. The Nordic countries of Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Finland and Iceland received their 
Christianity from various sources including the British 
Isles, Germany and Russia. By the end of the 12th 
century the Church was firmly established in all these 
countries. Similarly the Reformation came to these 
Nordic countries through a variety of influences, and 
had a great impact, so that by the end of the 16th 
century the Lutheran Churches had a majority position. 
In these countries 95% of the population still adheres 
to the Church-State connection, and the other 5% are 
attached to Free Churches, the Orthodox, the Roman 
Catholic and the Covenant Churches. The Ecumenical 
Movement has had strong roots in these nations, and 
many are members of the World Council of Churches and 
participated in its founding. 


Within our own diocese we remember today the work of 
the Church on the Blood Reserve and in the town of 
Cardston where the Parish of St. Paul's serves both 
constituencies. Attached to this is the Church of All 
Saints in Waterton which this Sunday commences its 
ministry to the summer tourists. The priest in charge 
of this parish is The Rev. Rodney Andrews. 


SELECTION PROCESS. The Churchwardens, members of 
Vestry and Delegates to Synod comprise the total

ASCENSIONTIDE. The 40th day after Easter (last Thurs- 
day) is celebrated as the Feast of the Ascension to 
mark the biblical account of Christ's ascending into 
heaven. Sometimes called the Feast of Christ the King, 
it conveys the message that the Gospel proclaims Christ 
as King over all of life, both that of this world and 
the next. The Ascension of Christ is marked in the 
Gospel accounts with some sense of the disciples' sorrow 
in losing the presence and companionship of their 
Master; but also with the expectation, joy and promise 
that they were to receive the Strengthener - the Holy 
Spirit, whose coming is celebrated on the Feast of eS 
Pentecost (next Sunday). So today we spiritually par- 
ticipate in that same sense of marking the end of 
Christ's earthly ministry and the anticipation of the 
coming of God the Holy Spirit.

CYCLE OF PRAYER - IRELAND. It is probable that there 
were Christians in Ireland by the 4th century, certain- 
ly by early in the 5th. St. Patrick is generally re- 
membered as the Zvangelist of Ireland and founder of 
the Church there. The seeds of the present political 
troubles were sown in the centuries of British hegemony 
when English and Scottish planters came to the Island. 
The present two states of Ireland were born in revolu- 
tion, and partition became a reality in 1921. 


Today the vast majority of 3 million people in the 
Republic are Roman Catholic as well as 30% of the 1.5 
million in Northern Ireland. The largest of the other 
Churches are Church of Ireland (Anglican), Presbyterian 
and Methodist. The political and social scene today is 
Gominated by the problems of the north where the bitter 
political struggle takes place between those who reject 
a divided Ireland at any price and those who cling to 
the links with the rest of the United Kingdom at any 
price. Christians of different confessions who are 
weary and ashamed of so much bloodshed and disorder, 
violence and bitterness, are yearning for better ways. 
A hopeful sign is the Peace Movement initiated by 
Christian women, both Catholic and Protestant. Today 
we pray for all of the Christians of Ireland, their 
leaders and their peacemakers.

CYCLI OF PRAYER. The Churches of France and Switzerland 
are remembered in our prayers tociay. From the first 
century Christians have gathered for worship in France, 
and it became one of the main centres for missionary 
endeavour in the western world. Similarly, Christian 
history in Switzerland dates back to the fourth century, 
and it was there that the Reformation had a great 
stronghold in the sixteenth century through the direct- 
ion of John Calvin and Ulrich 4wingli. Current figures 
show that 80% of the French are baptized Roman Catholic, 
but only 15% participate in the life of the Church. 
There always has been a strong and significant Protes- 
tant minority, but today Muslims now outnumber Protes- 
tants as the second largest religious community in 
France. In Switzerland half the Cantons are pređomin- 
antly of the Reformed trađition while the remaining are 
considered "Catholic" Cantons. We pray for the spirit 
of co-operation and responsibility that exist between 
the Churches of these two nations and for the initia- 
tives that have come from these older Churches in their 
efforts to be Christ's Church in the contemporary world.

Resurrection — Rattling the Chains 


One piece of Christian history which causes much grief in many circles is the 
loss of Easter’s dominance as the most important festival of the entire year. For 
many centuries Easter was widely known as the Queen of the Feasts and held an un- 
challenged place as the most widely celebrated event in Christ’s whole story. In com- 
parison Christmas was a late-starter and only gained some notice and widespread 
observance in the tenth century. 

From all the arguments and evidence as to why it was that Easter lost its cen- 
trality in the cycle of relgious observances, there emerges three possible answers 
which say something to us today. 

In both Eastern and Western cultures, as the Christian Faith came to be part of 
the fabric of the people’s lives, there was no way that Easter could be celebrated 
without its message of victory — a victory over man’s death and sin. The Cross was 
and is the sign of the price paid for man’s sinfulness, and Resurrection was and is the 
proclamation that the sacrifice was not in vain for the Victory was achieved. So both 
Good Friday and Easter are highly personal events. They have no meaning unless 
they mean something for each person who observes them. The powerful message of 
Christ’s Death and Rising cannot be sentimentalized into a series of quaint customs 
and courtesies (as so often with Christmas) for they speak directly to the personal 
relationship of each one with God. For this reason it has not been possible to “tame” 
Easter into a people’s holiday and claim it as an occasion for popular religious merry- 
making. 

On another level, Easter speaks to such profound human needs and hopes that 
they can never be treated as trivial. The Cross takes us through the agony of Christ’s 
own death to free us from sin — and we have also to agonize with the Cross’s claim 
to release us from our sinful burdens, when in fact we often would rather retain our 
sins for such unhealthy reasons as self-pity, self-righteousness and isolation from 
God’s love. Similarly, the Resurrection brings us into an incontrovertible encounter 
with the Risen Christ who has truly died and then overcome death to establish His 
Lordship over all of life — in this world and the next. His Rising goes straight to our 
hearts for it answers man’s persistent hope and longing to survive death. Easter stirs 
us from the lethargy of weary wondering “will | live after | die?” into a full-blast pro- 
clamation of “because | live you shall live also!” Such powerful news can never be 
expressed in treats or trinkets for it is a message that connects with mankind’s 
deepest longings and needs. For a world which would rather be lulled with 
reassurances that everything is ‘fine and dandy the way it is’, Easter’s strong state- 
ment can hardly be expected to be central to its list of popularlized events. 

The finest response Easter provokes in the human heart is resurgence of hope 
and joy — that necessary and salvific ingredient which puts dignity and vitality into 
human existence. Nor is it a passing hope and joy, but an enduring one, for it is fixed 
in God’s eternal purposes for His world and His people. The Resurrection calls us to 
shake off the imprisoning chains of fears and doubts and break out into that freedom 
and liberty wherewith Christ has made us free through His death and resurrection. 
Just look at what has been accomplished by Him for us: 

all our sins — now forgiven by His death 

all our fears — now removed by His love and forgiveness 

all our doubts — now overcome by His rising 

all our worries — now replaced by His victory over death 

all our needs — now met by Jesus Christ who has died and risen again. 

Easter offers the sureness of that hope and joy rooted in His actions and love 
which are dramatically retold in the Resurrection. As we repeat the Easter story and 
rejoice in its Good News, we pray every heart will find new faith and trust in God 
through the Resurrection of Jesus Christ this Eastertide.

In the Balkan countries of Bulgaria, 
Romania, Yugoslavia and Albania the Orthodox churches 
embrace a majority of the population across a wide 
range of ethnic groups. In these regions Christianity 
can be traced back to the early centuries, and for much 
of their history the Church has been a main force of 
national unity, freedom and culture. The dominance of 
the Orthodox Church is reflected in that, of the 8 mil- 


lion people in Bulgaria 6 million belong to the Orthodox 


Church, while in Romania the Orthodox Church has 14 
million faithful. The Serbian Orthodox Church in Yugo- 
slavia has about 8 million members. There are parts of 
both Romania and Yugoslavia where the Roman Catholic 
Church, the Reformed and Lutheran Churches, have signi- 
ficant strength. We pray for these Christians who 
exercise their faith in the context of nations which 
are under the sphere of socialist states that often 
present an atheistic character. Locally we remember 
the Parish of St. Mark's, our neighbouring parish to 
the west, and pray for their people and their Rector, 
Fr. Douglas Skoyles.

CYCLE OF PRAYER. South Africa, Botswana, Lesotho and 
Swaziland are the nations we remember in our prayers 
this week. As we all know, the Republic of South 
Africa is a nation where a white minority controls the 
political, economic and military power, while the re- 
mainder five-sixths of the population (about 22 million 
people) are often without many civil liberties. The 


first Churches arrived in South Africa with the European 


settlers, and today church life reflects the tensions, 
hopes and fears that divide South Africans. At the 
same time the Church is the one forum that provides 
opportunities for mutual understanding, trust and 
respect. Botswana, Swaziland and Lesotho achieved 
independence from Britain in 1960, but they remain 
closely tied to their powerful neighbour South Africa. 
The Roman Catholic Church predominates in Lesotho, the 
Congregationalists are the largest group in Botswana, 
and the Anglican Church along with the other mainline 
churches are found in all three countries. We pray for 
their continued witness to the integrity of the Gospel 
and their struggles to produce strong indigenous 
leadership. On the local scene we remember today the 
Parish of St. John the Evancelist in east Calgary. 

This historic parish is maintaining its ministry in the 
mixed zoning conditions of that part of the city. One 
of their current projects is the restoration of their 
interesting and valuable pipe organ. We pray for their 
congregation and their Rector, Michael Birch.

CYCLE OF PRAYER. Malagasy, Mozambique, Malawi and 
Zambia are the African nations we pray for this week. 
The Malagasy Republic became independent in 1960 after 
seventy years of French rule when it was known as Mada- 
gascar. Half of its 8 million people adhere to tradi- 
tional faiths while the other half are Christians, of 
which the Anglican Church is one of the major bodies. 
Mozambique, Malawi and Zambia are countries which face 
common problems because they are border states with 
Zimbabwe/Rhodesia and the Republic of South Africa. 

In these three nations the Christian population is a 
minority where the Roman Catholic Church is the largest 
single body, and the other Christian groups participate 
in collaborative council and activity. The political 
tensions have a deep impact, and the care for refugecs 
is a major task for the Churches which are already 
heavily involved in evangelistic, educational, medical 
and other social work. 


On the local scene our prayers today are for the newest 
parish of the diocese which is St. George's, located in 
the Properties region of north-east Calgary. Roughly 
50,000 inhabit this residential region, so the basic 
work is that of formulating a Christian community from 
those who have moved to these new districts. We pray 
for the new Vestry and Wardens of St. George's, along 
with their Rector, The Rev. Gordon Jackson.

CYCLE OF PRAYER. The three countries of East Africa - 
Kenya, Uganda and Tanzania - have much in common, in- 
cluding their obtaining political independence in the 
early 1960s. As we pray for them this week we are re- 
minded that 68% of Kenya, 72% of Uganda and 45% of 
Tanzania are Christians. The witness of the Christian 
community has not been without cost in this region, 

and we remember how in recent years Uganda has suffered 
severely during the harsh regime of the former President 
Amin. We ask God's blessing upon the Church in the 
whole of Eastern Africa today, and especially in the 
rebuilding of the Church of Uganda. Locally we remem- 
ber in our prayerful remembrances the Parish of St. 
Gabriel in north-west Calgary - for all their congrega- 
tion and their Rector, Canon Barry Patrick.

CYCLE OF PRAYER. From the centre of the African 
Continent and proceedingwest to the Atlantic lie the 
nations of Zaire, Rwanda, Burundi and Angola, for whom 
we pray today. From the time of Stanley's exploration 
of the Congo Basin in 1878, Christianity spread rapidly 
in the heart of black Africa. Zaire (formerly Belgium 
Congo) has a Roman Catholic population embracing 40% 
of the country; and the Church of Christ in Zaire, 
formed in 1970, brought together 53 Protestant communi- 
ties into one fellowship. In Zaire and five neighbour- 
ing countries is the Kimbanguist Church founded by 
Simon Kimbangu. With 5 million followers it is one of 
the largest independent Churches to arise out of a 
totally African origin. Rwanda and Burundi are rela- 
tively small countries, and along with their neighbours, 
use French as their international language. Angola has 
lived through difficult days of achieving independence, 
and the Christians there have faced great problems of 
helping refugees and displaced persons settle again in 
their homeland. This is one part of the world where 
our Anglican Communion is totally French-speaking. 


Within our own diocese today we remember the Parish of 
St. Edmund - King and Martyr, which ministers to the 
communities cf Bowness and Montgomery in north-west 
Calgary. We pray for their congregation and their 
Rector, The Rev. David Brown.

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CYCLE OF PRAYER. Below the western hump of Africa are 
nestled three countries whom we remember in our prayers 
today - Gabon, The Republic of the Congo and Zquatorial 
Guinea. Gabon received its first Roman Catholic mis- 
sionaries in 1844, and this country remains predominant- 
ly Roman Catholic. Among the best known Protestant 
Missions is that at Lambarene where for almost half a 
century the famous Albert Schweitzer directed a hospital. 
Most of the Congo's over 1 million population are 
Christians who have suffered with the whole country in 
its struggle for independence and security. Equatorial 
Guinea has been under a dictatorship since 1968, and 
Christians have little means of openly professing their 
faith. Many people have fled this country as refugees, 
and many pastors and priests have been persecuted. 

Our prayers today are also for the Parish of St. Cyprian 
in north-west Calgary, which ministers to one of the 
large residential sectors of the city. We pray for all 
their people, for the Rector - Canon Gordon Dickin, and 
for the Honorary Assistant - The Rev. H. Don Binney, who 
is also Secretary-Treasurer of the Diocese.
